TEACHERS’ ALLIANCE 
CONDUCT TEST CASE 


Efforts Made to Falsify the 
rg of the Board to 
ver Mistake. 


School boards are held liable for 
damages for 4e when they send 
notices of acceptance to ‘severa) 
teachers in response to applications 
for the same vacancy with the inten- 
tion of sigting up their first choice 
and sending “regrets” to the others 
who accepted. 

Such js the judgment on the test 
case recently tried at Calgary, in 
which Mr. Justice Boyle handed 
down an award here yesterday of 
$100 to Miss E H. Morrison against 
the Cas#é] Hill) School District Ne 
2772. Costs were allowed against the 
trustees board but damage claims 
against the trustees as individuals 
were dismissed. George H. Van Al- 
len, solicitor for the Alberta Teach- 
ers' Alliance, was counsel for the 
plaintiff at the trial and I. F. Fitch 
counsel for the defendants. 

Accept Application 

According to the evidence, the 
trustees advertised for a teacher for 
the one-roomed school in February 
and during March received 34 appli- 
cations, At a meeting held April 5, 
the secretary was instructed to send 
letters of acceptance, couched in the 
same terms, to three of the teachers 
applying. Threso days later Miss Mor- 
rison wrote the Cassel Hill schoo) 
board in acknowledgment of their 
acceptance and stated she would be 
ready on the date before mentioned, 

Within a ‘few days, Miss Morrison 
declined two otier cffers of a posi- 
tion. On April 14 the Cassell Hill 
board wrote that they “regretted to 
cancel the acceptance by the trustees 
and hoped it would not inconveni- 
ence.” 

As a result cf the disappointment, 
the plaintiff could noi get another 
position for two months but then got 
a better one, so had only a monetary 
loss of $75. ult was made as a test 
case rather than to secure punitive 
damages. 

It wag argued on behalf of the 
trustees at the trial that the board 
had done no different than the teach- 
er in writing to several boards. The 
justice holds that the practice of 
teachers in writing to caverg! schools 
‘s a long established custom and well 
recognized. He points cut that had 
the teacher sent out three “accept- 
ances,” a< had the board, her action 
would have been as reprehensible as 
theirs was. She had, however, 4e- 
clined the other offers and accepted 
theire with the inteiition of signing 
the required contract. 

Efforts had been made later to fal- 
eify the board minutes to cover up 
their error, the court found, and of 
the three teachers accepted by the 
board Miss Morrison was second in 
the order of choice made known to 
the socretary. The judge quoted 
from an earlier judgment of Justice 
Stuart In which he says boards must 
take some risk of miss'ng good. teach- 
ers in their efforts to secure their 
first choice and suggested that de- 
lays be avoided by more general use 
of telephone and felegraph. 

Because the trustees acted in the 
interests of the district without hope 
of personal gain and as such offices 
were usually reluctantly accepted and 
only through a sense of duty to the 
community, Justice Boyle held the 
trustees personally free of al! costa, 
although the action wes against “the 
dictrict as 2 corporation.

The school building commissioner's 
total estimate for maintenance re- 
‘pairs will probably amount to about 
76,500, whilst the cost of desirabie 
repairs in this department amounts 
to nearly $20,000 in addition, With 
regard to the latter, however, a $10,- 
009 item hes beer inchided which 
would form portion of the cost for 
modernizing the old King Edward 
school, a policy which was lald aside 
ity the board last year,. It is prob- 
able, therefore, that $10,000 will cov- 
er the building commissioner's estim- 
ates for “desirable” repairs. 

Total estimates of the school en- 
gineer amount to about $5,300 for 
maintenance repairs with particular 
reference to heating and ventilation 
systems, whilst the cost of desirable 
repairs would amount to an addl- 
tional $49,000. This latter figure, 
however, also includes estimated 
costs of modernizing certain schools, 
which have been pircsd before tie 
board in previous an§$nual reports, 
and the ultimate estimate will prob- 
ably be reduced by 60 per cent. For 
bringing the old King Edward school 
building up to first clags standards, 
the school engineer estimates his 
portion of the cost to be $21,000.

VANCOUVER, BC, Jan, 7. — 
“Keeping the government UOF store 
open all night noabtedin would 
prove an effective check on bootleg- 
ging,” said Mayor L. D. Taylor today 
in supporting the suggestion that a 
legitimate evénue for ine purchase of 
Mquor throughout the night be pro- 
vided as tue best meang of eliminat- 
ing illegal! sales. 

“If a certain proportion of reai- 
dents insist on secur'ng Hquor after 
hours,” sald the mayor, “it would be 
preferable to take advantage of that 
demand to enhance the profits of the 
government rather than to permit 
the bootlegger to flourish.”

REACHED ON U.S. 
WAR DAMAGES 


Concessions Are Made by All 
the Parties Concerned— 
Terms Suitable. 


MUST BE RATIFIED 
BY FULL CONVENTION 


Common Stock in Dawes’ An- 
nuities Obtained by Return 
for Concessions. 


PARIS, Jan. 7—The Anglo-Ameri- 
can differences over the payment of 
the United States of war damages 
and claima were practically settled 
on the first day of the conference of 
allied finance ministers, which met 
here today in a session lasting forty 
minutes. Both countries made con- 
cessions from the viewpoints they had 
expressed in an exchange of dipioe- 
matic notes and a private and infor- 
mal conversation between Winston 
Churchill, British Chancellor of the 
exchequer, and James A. Logan, 
United States representative, harmo- 
nized the respective positions, which 
appeared very far apart, if not ir- 
rveconcllable, prior to the conference. 

By conceding an extention of time 
for the payment of the costs of the 
United States army of occupation 
from twetve yeaa: to twenty-five 
years, the United ®Piates obtained the 
assent of Great, Britain to her shar- 
ing in the Dawes pian of annuities 
Ly being alloted a certain percentage 
under the Spa agreement, probably 
three per cent, which is likely to 
come from Belgium. 

Maintains Priority 

The United States maintained her 
Priority for the payment of the army 
costs, while she obtained ‘common 
stock” in the Dawes annuities for 
her war damages—this in return for 
her concession as to a two-fold ex- 
tension of the schedule of payments. 

Opposition is certain to come from 
Relgium onthe question of a reduction 
of her percenage and relinquishment 
of her priority. 

Inasmuch as any accord reached 
between the British and United States 
delegations must he ratified by the 
full conference, Be Igium will strongly 


object to any interference with her 
claims. The British chancellor and 
Mr, Logan, howev er, appear satisfied 


that some way will be found to pla- 
cate Belgium. 

The net results of the Churehill- 
pe negotiations may be wvalid io 
be the doubling of the period of pay- 
ment of the United States « ecupation 
costs as specified in the WwW; tdsworth 
“greement for the capital amount of 
the United States claims, which has 
been Increased 100 per cent, or ap- 
proximately $600,009,000. 

The entire work uccomplished to- 
day was done eutside the conference 
in private conversations between Mr, 
Churchill and James A. Logan, Jr., 
and Mr. Churchill and M. Clemente}, 
the French minister of finance. 

Plenary Session 

The plenury session was confined 
1o an exchange of pleasant greetings. 
M. Clementel expressed the convic- 
ion that the conference would find 
unanimous solution for the problems 
which it would have to consider and 
that the work begun ‘!n London sev- 
eral months ago would be completed. 

“Hope files on wings, and interna- 
tional conferences plod along dusty 
roads. But stili the conviction ex- 
ists that progress Js being made to- 
ward the reconstitution of the unity 
and prosperity of Europe,” said Mr. 
Churchill. 

The question of tnter-allied debts 
was definitely eliminated from the 
list of problems which will be discur- 
sed by the conference. No suggestion 
was meade concerning the call'ng of 
nnother inter-allied conference at 
Brussels in March to study the debt 
settlement. French officials say they 
will not propose such a conference, 
while a communique issued by the 
Rritish embasev at the conclusion of 
the Churchill-Clemente? 
tions specifically says that this muh- 
ject will not be placed on the agenda. 

Tixperts were busy throughout the 
night preparing a report on the 
agenda work of the conference, 
which they will present at a plenary 
seesion at 5 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing.

While n ’ taxed than any 
cther people in the world, Jaz ndustry and &tag- 
nant trade cut down their opportunities to make 
money. Whatever thir ain has failed to 
realize on the tremer opportunity that was 
supposed to be opened to it when Germany was 
put out ef competition in the world markets. Now 
Germany is being nursed back to economic health, 
while France is a hive of ative industry. 

This oyght to be a favorable time to draw the 
attention of well-to-do Britain to the 
opportunities they might find in Canada. It is no 
secret that thousands have been jeaving the old 
lands to escape the heavy taxation and to find 
better chances to tise their money and enterprise. 
A large proportion of the migrants have been 
going to the United States. South Africa drew 
large numbers of them in the years following the 
war.

As and restricted 
opportunities are driving su people out of 
Britain in shiploads, there is no suggestion of tak- 
ing advantage of Britain's misfortunes in the pro 
posal that we invite come to Canada 
rather than go somewhere else 
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CHICAGO LOSES. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that Chicago is not entitled to drain Lake 
Michigan in order to wash its sewage ipto the 
Mississippi river. The amount now being diverted, 
10,000 cubic feet per second, is declared to be ex- 
cessive, and other measures will have to be taken 
to get rid of the wastage of the great city. This 
ends a dispute which has engaged attention on 
both sides of the great lakes, and at the two na- 
tional capitals, for the last two or three years 
Chicago years ago was by international agrve 
ment permitted to divert a stated amount of 
water. The presumption of the city grew with its 
population and the enlargement of its sewage dis 
posal problem.

THE RAILWAY CONFERENCE. 


The conference that is being held this week in 


Ottawa in connection with the Peace River 
way question is one of more than local interest 


and importanee. The settlers in that very fertile 
section of the Provinee need a shorter and cheap- 
er route by which to get their products to the 
Pacific. Upon their getting it is said to hinge the 
question of whether they can stay on their farms. 
The farming business cannot be carried on with- 
out a profit tothe farmer. Freight rates directly 
and powerfully affect the price the farmer gets 
for his products. The difference between high 
rates and low rates may make all the difference 
between a living profit and bankruptey to him. 
Having staked their fortunes on the chance of 
bringing a large tract of most productive land 
into use, the pioneers there are entitled to any 
measure of relief that is practicable. i 

But they are not the only parties concerned 
in the removal of their transportation handicap. 
A non prosperous farmer is of little value to the 
business community. His buying power is small 
and limited strictly to absolute necessities. Even 
if the Peace River farmers can ‘‘stick’’ under 
present conditions they can hardly hope to make 
the progress to which the fertility of the land and 
their own investment and enterprise entitle them 
Unless they are enabled to do that the trade of 
the distriet cannot expand, and its worth to Ed 
monton and other available centres will be com 
paratively unimportant. The business men of 
this eity, of Vancouver, wholesalers in all wes- 
tern distributing points, and even the factory 
owners and employees of eastern Canada have an 
interest in the welfare and progres of the people 
on the land in this presently remote but poten- 
tially wealthy section of Canada 

A cheaper route from ihe Peace River country 
to the Pacifie for outgoing products will neces- 
sarily be also a cheaper route for goods coming 
inward. Vancouver wholesalers and dealers will 
have an opportunity to compete with Edmonton 
dealers when such route is provided which they 
do not have at present. That is not a favoring 
factor from Edmonton’s Standpoint. But the 
development is inevitable, and has been so from 
the beginning of things Winnipeg could not hold 
forever the trade of the whole prairie country. 
Other ‘‘gateways’’ were bound to be opened. But 
Winnipeg is a greater trading centre than it 
would have been if western settlement had been 
hobbled through fear that some other point might 
develop into a great distributing centre. Edmon.- 
ton could not expect to hold forever a railway- 
made monopoly of the trade of the Peace River 
country But if a route can be provided which 
will servant people of that district to attain 
prosperity Edmonton will bengfit cg 
—and not suffer—by the charte. in the long run

MIAMI RACE 
COURSE READY 


Decorating of Club House 
Will Complete Beautiful 
Plant at Hialeah Park. 


MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 7.--Workmen 
today began putting the finishing 
touches on the Miamn Jockey Club's 
beautiful racing plant at Hialeagh 
Park, and when the fifty-one-day 
Winter aneeting opens on January 
15, every detail of this latest Amer- 
iean race course will have been com- 
pleted. That it will attract some of 
the best thorougnbreds in training 
already is attested by the number of 
stars which have been shipped here 
and which are stabled in the com- 
modious quarters eat Hialeah Park 

Trainers and horsemen who al- 
ready have reached here with their 
strings or have come on to make ar- 
rangements for the shipment of 
thoroughbreds unite in declaring 
that the track is going to be a boon 
to the horses which have been run- 
ning on the hard tracks in the met- 
ropolitan district, Maryiand and 
Kentucky. The trainers who already 
have horses here and have breezed 
them over the course gay that the 
track has a cushion, due to its loam 
and sand base, that will put new life 
into many thoroughbreds which 
have been through strenuous cam- 
paigns on the Northern tracks. 

200 Horses at Track. 

There are about 200 head of thor- 
oughbreds stabled at the track now, 
and 600 more will be accommodated 
before the meeting begins. The stab- 
les are all in readiness. The bullders 
exerted their best efforts to complete 
the stables before any other part of 
the plant, and succeeded in getting 
the stable quarters in first-class con- 
dition, However, all the buildings at 
the course have now been completed 
save that in the club-house, there 
still is considerable detail work to 
be finished, such as decorating and 
glazing of windows and the furnish- 
ing of the rooms . \ 

Horsemen are finding facilities 
for the unloading of their horses of 
the best. The Florida East Coast 
Failw has constructed a spur to 
the Miami Jockey Club property and 
has built a large unloading plat- 
form. The debarkation of animals 
at the course insures safety and rap- 
id transfer to the stables, which are 
close by. 

Bob Gilmore, trainer for Carl Wie- 
demann, who has brought In Mem- 
orilam, Great Jazz, and eight year- 
lings purchased at the Saratoga sales 
jiast Summer, is enthusiastic regard- 
ing the condition of the track. He 
has found that in the case of In 
Memoriam there already is a marked 
improvement, due to the soft and 
cushionltke track. In Memoriam may 
not start here, although no decision 
on that point has as yet been made. 
Gilmore's idoa was to bring the colt 
here and work him out over the 
track In an effort to work off the 
lamen that developed during the 
Summe 

“Horses that come here with bad 
feet and loge will go back for the 
Spring and Summer meetings in 
sound condition,” declared Gilmore 
after he had been over the course. 
In Memoriam, if not started here, 
will be prepared for Spring and 
Summer compaigns in the Nerth. If 
the going here improves in Mem- 
orlam condition sufficiently Gilmore 
will probably start bim in the Spring 
Other trainers who are here and are 
enthusiastic about the track are Kay 
Spence, whe has brought an exten- 
sive atring for the Audley farni. in- 
cluding ten two-year-olds, and Wil- 
lam Martin, who has 4 large num- 
bér of thoroughbreds stabled at ia- 
leagh Park.

Through the Panama Canal 
With the Special British 
Service Squadron. 


On Tuesday evening the members 
of the local Naval Reserve and Mili- 
tia were given a treat in the form 
of an illustrated lecture, by Mr. O. 
W. Whitford, entitied, “Through 
the Panama Canal with the Special 
British Service Squadron.” During 
the last summer, Mr. Whitford joined 
this squadron at Vancouver, and for 
a metter of six weeks or so lived 
aboard Britain's largest battle 
cruiser, H.M.8. Hood. 

After leaving Vancouver, San Fran- 
ciaco was the first port of call. It was 
there that the American people did 
justice to their reputation of ‘doing 
things,’ by the very fine time they 
gave the British Sailors, who only 
wished they could stay there longer. 
But soon the anchors were weighed 
and farther south the Squadron 
steamed. The trip through the Pana- 
ma Canal was exceptionally well des- 
eribed, both by the lecturer and by 
the slidee which he has made from 
the snaps which he took. This pari 
of the lecture made very real to*the 
hearers the magnitude of the con- 
struction of the Canal, and the won- 
derful facility with which ships new 
pass through. Up to the present, H. 
M.S. Hood is by far the largest ship 
that has ever been piloted through. 
The locks from gate to gate are 1,000 
feet, which only allows 140 feet to 
spare for leeway, its length being 
880 feet, But in width there is even 
smaller space to spare, 30 inches a 
side. Yet even with this limited spare 
space in the handling of a 46,006 ion 
ship, no trouble or difficulty arose, 
which, in words of the lecturer, paid 
high tribute to the efficiency of the 
whole canal system. Mr. Whitford 
impressed on his listeners the enorm- 
ous volume of water that is kept 85 
feet above ocean ievel by stating the 
fact, that ir the system were emptied 
it would take six months with the 
present system of water source, to 


“lreflood it, 


After leaving the Canal, the Island 
of Jamacia was visited. Here again 
the interesting experiences of the 
lecturer were related and with the 
aid of the slides gave one a good idea 
of life on that old British possession. 

On the way to Halifax the Cana- 
dian seamen were given practical 
training in the firing of a torpedo. 
One siide was shown where the lec- 
turer snaped a# torpedo just leaving 
the ship's side. Firing of some of the 
Hood's guns wae also tilustrated, in 
which all the Canadian seamen 
aboard took part, as part of their 
practical training. 

After landing at Halifax, Mr. Whit- 
ford slowly brought his hearers back 
to Edmonton, via many scenes and 
places of interest and note, including 
Quebec, Montreal, Toronto and Nia- 
gare Falis. 

In the course of an hour and a half 
@ journey and cruise of about 10,000 
miles was made, ali ef which was 
greatly enjoyed. The appreciation of 
those present was adequately express- 
ed by Col. Simms, in his remarks 
when moving a vote of thanks, which 
was most heartily supported by the 
audience.
